Tung  trees  may  be  planted  from  70  to  116  per  acre.  Some  growers  recommend  30  feet  by  \2\  feet,  or  116  per  acre. 
On  account  of  the  trees  coming  into  bearing  at  such  an  early  age,  it  seems,  from  the  standpoint  of  early  profits,  that 
this  planting  would  be  desirable. 


There  are  several  varieties  of  the  Tung  Tree,  but  the  Aleurites  Fonli  is  the  only  one  to  plant;  and  the  cluster  strain 
of  this  variety  is  the  most  desirable.  Planters  should  be  sure  to  secure  the  right  variety  and  the  muster  strain
